The mifchievous Abdication, reached not only the King's Royal Perſon, - 


but, at one Stroke, cancelled all the Antient Fundamental Laws of the 
Conſtitution of the Engish Monarchy. As my Lord Notringham himſelf de. 
clared in his Speech ac the Convention, even but two hours before the 


Vote for the Abdication and Vacancy was carried but by two Voices in the - 


Lords Houſe : He then allerted, That if they own'd there was an Abdica. 
tion, and that the Throne was declared Vacant, that it followed in 'vitably, 
That the Antient Government w.2s diſſolved, and that their L:rdjhips were no more 
Peers ; but might be juſtly ranck*d among ti Plebeians. The Conſtquences 
whereof remoteit Poſterity may bewail as the very Sapping our Mounds 
and Banks ; which ſhould fence the Throne againit the frequent Inunda- 
tions of Rebellion and Uſurpation, unleſs the Example of the diimal MiC. 
Chiefs this hath, and will further bring upon the Kinzdom, makes them 
Wiſer and more Cautious than we have been ; who, many of us, have ſeen 
and felt the miſerable, calamitous Condition of all Degrees of Men, during 
the Rule of the Long Parliament, their Gencral, or his Baſhaws. 

How Tyranically they executed their New Ordinances, put ſtrained 
Gloſſes on the Old Laws, filled t:cir High Courts of Juſtice with Execu- 
tioners of their illegal Commands, fleeced the People by Allellments and 
Loans, and, after Succeſſes had hardened them in Miſchief, and Money 
from the Body of the People did not ſatisfie their greedy Worm, they ſold 
the Crown, Biſhops, Dean and Chapters Lands, and thoſe they ſtiled De- 
linquents Eſtates ; and laſtly, after their Pardon and Lnietus eff to Com- 
pounders ; Oliver found a new way of Decimarion, to mike all who had 
1001. a year, and had Compounded, to pay an Annual Tenth, 

None who lived in that Age can forget theſe things, or the Regal ard 
Loyal Blood was fſpilt by their Civil or Marſhal Covrts. And our Poſterity 
when-they peruſe the Records of our Tryals or Jadgm:nre, not only in 
Criminal, but Civil Matters, where thoſe chey ſtile Facobites are concerned, 
the illegal Impriſonments, Sentencing to Dzarh, Fining, Pillorying, making 
them pay double Taxes, and Penalties upon refuſing the Oaths, &c. will 
not find much difference betwixt the, former and later Proceedings, or ra- 
ther Tyrany. 

The Penalties on the Clergy for not taking the New Oaths are parallel 
with the old Scqueſtration, only but fo much the worte, as that 10 Fifth 
Parts are allowcd to their Wives and Children. Though the Convention 
allowed to Twelve, ſome ſhare of their juſt Revenue ; but the Dutch Stat- 
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holder was not ſo Merciful as to pay one Farthing of that deſigned Kind. 


neſs. And the inſatiable thirſt for Money, now that the Country is ſo ex- 
uſted, puts the Commons upon Sale of Forfeited Eltates, and without 
peradventure when our Fund fails, Church Lands may be in danger, and 
they as well as Orphans Eitares ( a Project Jately ſer on foot ) may be 
brought into the Exchequer, and the Clergy have Stipends only, as at this 
day is praCtiſed in Holland and Scotland. 

Bur a yet dearer Rate hath been paid for the Abdication, even the ha- 
ard, without fincere Repentance, of the Damnation of the Souls of the 
much greatelt part of the Clergy : If wilfu], or impoſed Perjury, be in the 
Claſs of Mortal Sins. Thoſe all had taken the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacy to their Lawful King, enjoyned and eſtabliſhed by At of Par- 
lament. 

And that the good Will of the Government might not be wanting to in- 
rolve the whole Laity in the hke Guilr, they alſo are injoyned ender ſeverc 
Penalties to tuke the new Oaths ; which Act had a double Edge, nat only 
toenforce the Compliers into a Combination to ſupport the Governing 
Power ; but likewiſe to exclude from Places of Honour and Profit all ſacl 
4s Conſcientiouſly refuſed to rake ſuch Oaths, That they might be ſupplied 
by their own Creatures. 

Hence it is we hear ſo many repine that the Clergy ſo generally took the 
Oaths, whereby the Opportunity was loſt of filling their Cures with Diſſen- 
ters. Bur they hope, cre long, they thall compals an Oath of Abjuration, 
which, they aſſure themſelves, will not oniy change the Majority of Gowns 
fr Cloaks, but purge many our of Civil and Military Places, and ſo make 
pom for new Legions. 

"Such Sapplanting one another is a certain Concomitant of all Revolu- 
tons of this Nature, in which none can have any Security of his durable 
Ration, but ſuch who equal the glibbeit Fane that will Vere with the 
malleſt Breez. For Ambition, Coveroulneſs, Treachery and Revenge, be- 
ng the conſtituent Qualifications of all Men who cooperate in Revolutions 
ofthis kind ; it is not to be expected they will alter their Natures. 

And hence it 1s that neither Miniſters of State, Officers in profitable Poſts, 
Generals, or Admirals, muſt ever expect a Frechold in their Places or Em- 
poyments under ſuch like Governments, which, together with the great 
Iditrarineſs or Corruptions thoſe diſcover when they have got Power, 
who natural and genuin Cauſes why few Ufurped Governments are 

ved. 
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But ſome may look upon the Aleerations _ Laws, and the Afﬀrights of 
Damnation, as Matters of no great Moment ; fince, as tn the firit, tliey 
believe all People ought to ſubmit to ſuch La Ws as tho\ make, who have 
Power to compel : And to the ſecond Sort, they skreen themſelves under 
the awful Force of the Impoſers, and the hard State either to venture Dam. 
nation future, or prefent -qooagy- And moſt have the Fac -ulty to Put fur. 
theſt off the Evil-day, and 2re prone to ſay ( whatever their r-lutts ating 
Conſciences ſuggeits ) That it is better to hope for God's mercy to their 
Souls, than to truſt rapacious Men with cheir Eitates,

Expectation of the Government.

So much more 
are theſe ſiipendiaries preferred betore the Soluters who auventure their 
Lives for the Government, and yet are ſome Months in Arrears for ſubſfi- 
ſtance, none being carcli-d but ſuch as ſtudy and labour ro augm-nt the 
Exchequer. 

It is remarkable that ſuch as have been hitherto dereted, have had no 
other Plea beſides their Merits in promoting the Abdicaiion.. One of which 
rather than he would quit that Topick, caſt a very undecent Reflection up.

Truſt. 

This fort of Claim of Merit, not only opens a wide Gap to [ct in {warms 
of other Pretenders, but manifeſtly ſhows that the Price of the Abdication 
is never to be diſchary?d, while ſuch Fackalls are able to find Prey for the 
Belgick Lion, or till the People ( when they are made {cnlible of ſuch 
Combination ) ſhall take ſome effeCtual Courſe to tecure their Purſes,

I leave the Application ; though I know 
it will not be made by ſuch as deſign to Loaden us till our backs are broke, 
and that by a ſeeming Contradiction, of laying the heavieſt Burthen upon 
vs, by taking all we have from ns. | 

Nenher is this profuſe giving of Mony all their Talent. But more miſ- 
chieveouſly they contribute to the rvin of their Country, by obſtructing 
or rejecting all Bills for Public: Good. It can ncver be expeftcd that any 
Bill for diffolving this, or the frequent meeting of Parliament, ſhall paſs 
while the Houſe 1s ſo Pentioned and Officer'd. They know their preſent In- 
coms, and if the Houſe ſhould be broken up, 1hcy might hap to be Excluded 
the next. So that till they be pyrged our, it will be in vain for any good 
Patriot to attempt ſich a Bill again. Which ought ro excite all true Lo- 
vers of their Native Country, both within, and wi hont Doors, to ule their 
utmoſt endeavours to Trap ſuch Vermine. 

Our old Parliaments uſed to be very jealous of a-ifianding Army, but 
ſuch an Officer'd Houſe of Commons, will conitartly encreaſe ir, and 
make the Country pay them ; and ſecing chat the Government pay them 
lo ill inthe Camp, and thereby they run ſo much in Debr, that they are 
not ſecure from Arreits in the Head of their Troops, I wonder not that 
Cutts, Matthews, and other Men of the Blade, take ſuch pains to get 
darftuary in the Houſe, ard when once they grow ſo numerouns, as to be 
abl| 10 carry a Vote, it's not to be doubted but they will endeavonr to 
make their Camp and Quarters Sanftuaries alſo, ard t!;en weſhall be Go- 
verned by Marſhal and Military Laws of their Fraiming for the Intereſt of 
the Mamalukcs. 

Neither is this to be looked upon as an urgrounded Jealoufie. If we re- 
What otherwiſe hath been 
the meening of the denial of the Bill for frequent Parlizments the laſt Seſſi- 
"1, and the Induſtry nſed this Seffion to render it Abortive. 1s true the 
great outcry of the- Country, that the defeating of the Bill this Seſſion, was 
tobe aicribed ro the Influence cf Penſions; cauſed ſuch as wanted the Cou- 
tage to own it barefacedly, to ſtrugle leſs againſt that Touching Free and 
Impartial Proceedings in Parliament. But the denying the Royal Afent, 
dearly proves which Party in the Houſe is more valued and eſteemed, and 
not only preciudes all means of vindicating the Honour of the Houſe of 
Commons 
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Commons from the odious Names ef Pentioners, but heightens the Suſpici. 
on that ſuch are preferred before the Innocent and Uncorrupted. Who 
ought not to forget what was ſaid to P. Lews of Baden by That he 
believed he: had anger'd the Gentlemey of the Commons Houſe, as if he Gloried in 
the Exploit, yet he knew bow to pleaſe 9. He knew the Aurum Potabil: 
which would do it. 

What can the Country Judge now of the Freedom of future Parliaments? 
The dire&t Oppoſite to Freedom, is Bondage and Slavery. If our Parlia- 
ments be denied the Priviledge of Free and Impartial Debates, there can 
be ſmall hopes that the Country, after all the Preceding Impoveriſhments, 
ſhall nor be reduced to Abſolute Slavery ; when the Law makers ſhall be 
at the entire diſpoſal of a Junto of Council; or a ſingle dircftion of a 
Penſion- Pay-Maſter, or be Governed by Datch Depurics. 

We mult now expeCt no more burning of Paltora'! Letters, or Tities of 
Conqueſt. Thoſe who trom a Publick {piricedneis would labour to have 
Grievances Redreſled mult have patience to anot'her Reign, ſince ar the 
price of all the Millions and Myriads given, they have not b-en able to ob. 
eain one ſingle Law of Pablick Benefir, abltraft:d from ſuch as were not 
Enacted dire&tly for rhe ſupport of the Government. 

In fine, if this way of Procecding be not redrefled, our Parliaments will 
ſignify no more than thoſe of Pars; and be of no other uſe but to Regiſter 
'Edifts of the Soveraigns, and imp>le che Taxes on the People. Butl leave 
the further Proſecuting of this Matter to the Wiſdom of the fincere Patriots 
of their Country, who are not to be Tempted with the Golden Bare. 

If we caſt ovr Eyes abroad, we ſhall find Locufts to devour what theſe 
Palmer-worms and Caterpillars leave. Nay, we are fo kind as to ſend 
more than we can ſpare to feed theſe Free-booters. From Piedmont to the 
Swi(s Cantons, all North the Rhine to the German Ocean, along the Mel, 
the Meize, and the Scheld, our Silver in Specie hath been Tranſported. 
Though the Mines of Potors would not ſatisfy the Cormorants of thule ipa- 
cious Provinces. Yet leaſt they ſhould unlink the Chain of the Confedera- 
cy, we are forced to faſten it with our Ingots ; and leaſt we ſhould not 
extend it to Viewna,a great Gencral is ſent to importune it. Thus our once 
Fortunate Iſland is made a prey not only to $0000 Blew Coats at home, 
but tothe Eagle and Eaglets, the Batavien Lyon and his Whelps abroad, 
while we bave nothing but the Feather in our Cap, that ſuch Princes and 
States ar« not only indebted to England for the Afﬀfittance of our Auxilia- 
ry Troops, and Fleets; but of our Exchequer alſo. F 
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But to return toour own Country, let us take a view of the miſeries the 
Gbjects ſince the Abdication have endured. 

We have ſcarcely had one Gazette theſe Three Months, in which the 
farcity of Bread and the apprehenſion of Famine in France hath not been 
gporavated While it is certainly known, that at Pars it is Cheapzr than in 
Lmdom, and yet we find no tuch provident Care as the Freuch King takes 
whave it {01d at cheaper Races, by encouraging Importation from Ireland, 
where Wheat is now (old ter 2 5. a Bufſhel, which here is 15 or 12s. And 
when Swedes, Danes, and Hamburghers, bring Corn, in hopes of a good 
Marker, we publiſh them Seized as-Prrz2 being defigned for France. They 
ll us a wild Story of the Troops drawn from Piedmont into Daxphine to 

vent the In{urrcetions of the Peopie for want of Bread, as if the Quar 
ering of fuch numerous lroops were like to encreale that Grain, or tht 
the French King (ſhould bring his Troops into barren Provinces; which were 
he ready way ro make thei joyn 11 the lafirreCtion. Bur we never touch 
won the actual Inſurrections at Worceſter, Gloceſter, Hereford, Stafford, $a- 
ly, Northampton, Sudbury, and Colcheſter, and other Places, to prevent the 
hying op their Corn to be tranſported to France, as ſome malitiouſly gave 
qut,, when it is well known it was for Hand. But the Charity of the new 
Shop of E—y's Wife is remarkable; who, when a Lady was condoling the 
Condition of the Poor here, by reaſon ot the dearneſs of Bread, and all 
Ktables, replied, But God be thanked there i a greater Scarcity in France. 

lt were an eaſy matter to draw up a Book of che exceſſive Rates of all 
tings for the Belly and Back, which now are paid, in proportion to what 
they were before the Abdication, becauſe they are Jaily Experienced by 
very Houſe-keeper, to the necetlary pinching of themſelves and their Fa- 
nilies. That Loaf of Wheat Bread which was then ſold for 3 d. ob. is now 
9d ob, and fo proportionable, or at leaſt double in other Food. Thar Silk 
nhich was ſold then by Retail at 13 s. the Pound, now at 30s. The Muſ- 
kns, and all Eaſt India Commodities, three times the Price. 

You can ſcarce paſs one Street of Ten, in this Populous City, where 
jou ſhall not hear the Shop-keepers avouch, That where they- rake x 5. 
ww, they uſed to take 20 5. befure the Abdication. Yea, I am very cer- 
rinly informed that ſeveral Tradeſmen who againſt Chriſtmas uſed to re. 
turn in their Trade 100 /. a Week, this Chriſtmas received not ſo much as 


$ would pay their Quarterly Tax. Several of the beſt cuſtomed Inns in the 
$ Town do avow, That their Cellars are fallen 3 or 41. in a Week, ſhort of 


their uſual vend. He muſt be a yon Stranger in the City who hears 
not

not every Weeks or almoit Day, of fome ſubſtantial or other inferiour ho. 
neſt Tradeſman bemg blown up, or delivering themfelves into the King's 
Bench or Fleet, taking Sanctuary or Ab{conding. 

Neither is the Condition of the Country any better. Unon the Road, 
and every bating Place, you hear the Complaints of the Inholders, that 
they take not the Twentieth Penny they formeriy did. And in mot Cor. 
porations, and Market Towns, there are ſcarce Three or Fir publick 
Inns where there uſed to be Ten or Twelve. The Shop-k-cpzrs tcarce take 
as much in a Week as will pinchingly keep their Famites ; and a quarter. 
ly Tax is more difficult for them to provide, than formerly their Rents. 

[t would pity any ones Heart to fee upon tis laſt quarterly Tax what 
ſtraits the poorer Sort have been rednc2-d to, for the diſcharge of it. Some 
having their Bedding or other Moveabics diſtreined ; othcrs, to avoid the 
Charge of the Diſtreſs, bringiag their Pcuter or Braſs, all which were fold 
in open Streets for half or under Rates; and this not in ſome few Places, 
but in Multitudes over the Counties of England. 

In the Country it is every days Diſcourſe of ſome or other quitting their 
Farms, and betaking them to ſmaller Ones, unleſs their Landlords fertle 
their Rents, and give them reſpit for them ; and many of them have run 
ſo mauchin Arrears in theſe late years, that their Landlords would be well 
content to quit them for a Molety in hand. So that by Conſequence the 
Nobility and Gentry find a great Diminution of their uſual Incoms by the 
impoveriſhing of their Tenants, which is ſolely to be afcribed to the want 
of Trade, and vend of our Manufactures, by which many Thouſands of 
Families ſabſiſted. 

So that thoſe who have kept their Half-ſcore of Cows, a Team of Horſes 
or Oxen, and Hundreds of Sheep, are forced to take up with a Cow, and 
little Parcels of Ground; and ſuch as have been able ro maintain their Fa- 
milies with good Beef, Mutton and Pork, are forced ro live on Roots, and 
Offals of Meat, and eat Barley, Turnep, and Peaſe Bread, and their Beve- 
rage be Water or Small drink : Checſe, Milk and Butter, and courſe Rye, 
Barley, or Peaſe Puddings, are referved for Feſtival Days. Tr is too well 
known in this great City how many tnere are who formerly lived in Fa- 
ſhion and Credit, who are now forced themſelves, or by ſubſtituting their 
Wives or Children, eicher privately to beg Alms in a more Gentile way, 
or in the Streets in a low Tone with moving importunity, to lay open their 
Condition to ſuch as they judg have the Countenances of Compaſſion ; 
while

while others impriſon themſelves in their poor Lodgings to feed on the 
&raps the common Beggars furniſh them with. | 
There are ſome indeed who not having been bred to Callings or La- 
hour, or baving been well deſcended of creditab'e Perſons, have taken a 
worſe Courſe of the High Pad, who being apprehended are ſure to find 
ro Mercy, becauſe they have a general Character of facobites, ard on 
that Account are ſure of a Furlo or Paſport to the other World. 
But to paſs theſe as Criminals, whoſe Puniſhment carries a Face of Ju- 
ſfice; there are others who are called State Criminals, and who may juſtly 
be added to the Rolls of the impoveriſhed or ruined by the Abdication, rot 
only by their chargeable Impiiſonments, whereby they and their Friends 
fufker : Some being detained Six months or more, and then nothing being 
moved againſt them forced to give in Bail ; or if any colour of a Crime 
appear, then be detained till an unmerciful Fine be paid. So that by ore 
Method or othcr, very few can eſcape Beggary or Undoing. 
But over and above the forcmentioned Impoveriſhments of the Country, 
there is another Oppreſſion from the Souldiers, which hath and doth fall 
teavy on particular Perſons. Some while, contrary to Law, they were 
(Wnartered in private Houſes, and paid nothing, and in their Marches left 
the Townſhips to defray the Charges of their Carriages and Horſes. Now 
ttey are Quartered in publick Houſes where they have for 44. Fire,Candte, 
Lodging,and Two or Three Meais a day,for every private Centinel. So that 
be Hoſt loofeth Six-pence a day generally by them, and are ſeldom paid 
wr by Bills from their Officers, eſp< cially when their Subſiftence Money 
tin Arrear. And the Praclamation for Redreſs is clogg*d with ſo many 
Gargeable Attendances, even at lait to apply to the Treafurer at London, 
bat moſt chuſe to loſe all rather than complain. Though the Souldiers 
we ſure to have it deducted out of their pay, as in the Caſe of their Free- 
(uarter in Ire/and was notorious, though the Country never was paid. In- 
bwhat By-Pocket this Money goes is worth a Parliamentary Enquiry ; 
beltabliſh more punctual Payment to thoſe People who are the numerous 
lenants to the Exciſe Revenue, and ought not to have this Additional Op- 
reſſion.

As to the Officers who have ſerved in Flanders, they unanimouſly relate, 
That our of every 20 5s. they receive for themſelves, 4 or F is dedudted 
for Advance, Agent-money, Return of the Moncy by Dutch Excha e 
Portage, &c. even though it be ſent hence in Specie. And no doubt by 
Subaltzrns and private Centinels ſhare in this Deduction. $o that the 
Commons mult either take ſome care to prevent ſuch Abuſes, and make 
ſtrict Enquiry who have the Benefit of ſuch Defalcations, or provide an Al. 
lowance for high running Dutch Exchange ; unleſs they judge it only their 
Province to Give, Give, and never enquire into the Diſpoſal. 

But to add to the Diſcouragement of our Troops, not only the Fleming 
and Catholick Confederates, but the Dutch themſelves, openly expreſs a 
Contempt of our Nation ; and ſtudy all manner of ways to impoſe u 
the Souldiers, by enhancing the rate of what-ever they nce( for Vittuals 
or Neceſfaries, nor will deliver them any thing without ready and broad 
Money, though they oblige them to receive what the Dutch have Circum- 
cifed, which they publickly do in their Shops, and from thence ſend it hi. 
ther again ; while we are as buſy to Execute ſuch as have learnt the Trade 
of them. I paſs by other Aggravations, and come to more important 
Matters. | 

There appears not any likelihood that the Soldiers can be better provi 
ded for in future, ſince the beſt paid of them want 1x Weeks Subfiſtance; 
and it is Certainly known, that there is beſides this, (which will be 225 000l,) 
4 Millions owing, and of all the Money voted, 5ooooo). is all can be 
provided in Three months : So that the Creditors,or Soldiers, or both, are 
like to get a ſmall Share ; fince it is demonſtrable, that if. all which the 
Houſe has voted could be raiſed, which is like to fall ſhort at leaſt 2 Mil. 
lions, there will not be left ſo much remaining as will pay the Debts al. 
ready owing. 

And to add to the utter Diſcouragement gf our Men at Arms, If there 
be one piece of Service more difhcult than another, the Engliſh and Seat 
muſt be upon it ; witneſs Sreinkirk, where whole Batallions of the Dutd 
and Confederates, with Some- body, beſides Count Solmes, in the Headdl 
them, contented themſelves to be Spectators, How rhe Engliſh Bull- dogs (@ 
they ſtiled them ) weuld bebawe themſelves: And would not Adventure any 
of the more darling Confederates to ſuſtain our ſhatter*'d Troops, even t0 
gain them any ſort of honourable Retreat, _ 
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- How many Britiſh Othcers and Souldiers, the very Flower of the whole 
Army, fell that day, as Beaſts deſtined for Slaughter, our Country-men 
ought never to forget. Nor ever think they have the Satisfaction of Gen- 
tlemen of Arms, till they ſee their General put other Confedergte Troops 
npon ſuch like deſtructive Service, which indeed was in ſome meaſure 
done at Landen ; though-it was done. with a Mixture of Britiſh, Spaniſh, 
Brandenburgh, and Hanover Troops, while the dear native Dutch were more 
ffely poited, the more eaſily ro make their Rerrear. 

But to return to the Buſineſs of Sreinkirk, it would have melted the moſt 
Flinty Breaſt, (to uſe the Expreſſion of ſome Sp=Ctators ) to have ſeen 
how thoſe of the Engliſh and Scots, who got off, all covered with Blood, 
and martyred with ghaſtly Wounds, were piled into Carts and Waggons, 
by 6 or 800 Waggons at a time, to be convoyed to Bruſſels, whereof ſe- 
reral dyed by the way; and when they arrived there, to ſee how they 
were promiſcuouſly, Dead and Living, tumbled as Dung out of the Carr.

| might give an Account how ill the Sick and Wounded Souldiers are 
treated in Hoſpitals, and how hurried out, not half Cured, to make room 
for others ; and how ſmall Allowance is made to the unſerviceable Inva- 
lids, to ſuſtain them in their return for England ; and how many dye by 
ſuch Hardſhips ; as alſo the ill Treatment of the Sea-men ; But the Letter 
from Dort, and the Advertiſement at the end, having given ſome ſhort 
Touches of theſe Matters, for brevity's ſake I will omit them. Bur it can- 
not be paſſed over in Silence what an Officer aſſured many of, and offered 
to prove it by Oath, that at Helwyerſlus 6 or 700 of thoſe Sick turned out 
of Hoſpitals, dyed Famiſhed, neither being relieved by Charity or Care of 
their Officers. It may be worth Enquiry, Why no Cautionary Town is (e- 
cured in Holland or Flanders, where ſo many Engliſh periſh for want of ſuch 
retreating Places, and Hoſpitals, ro accommodate the Sick and Wounded ? 
Our wiſe Anceſtors had that Foreſight, and made ſich due Treatys for 
Cautionary Towns in Queen Elzzaberh's, yea, and in Oliver's days.

ever the true. Cauſe 1s, that theſe Sea-men are not paid, they mult be more 
obliged to the Charity of their Neighbours than the Care of the Govern. 
ment, if they, their Wives and Cliidren, be not ftarved this Winter, 

Is true ſo many of their Element have not been f] in, as of che Lang 
Forces. There-have however Multicudes of them dyed by Sickneſs, The 
ſpeedy Diſpatch of which dead, or dying, into the Sea harh corceal-d their 
Numbers. Yet not ſo, but by the vearly Preflings, the Reports of the ſup. 
viving Ships Crew, they are computed at 20 or 30000. And every Tra. 
veller is witneſs what Numbers of the dilmilled Sick they have mer Up- 
on the Roads in deſpicable Cioathing, with empty Paurches, like wan- 
dering Ghoſts, which ſhews no great care of ſuch neceſſary Men. 

What Encouragement therefore can.it be for our Country-men to ſend 
their Sons, Relations, or Servants, to ſuch Stambles, to be ill Treated, 
il Paid, and miſerably Expoſed to Deftruttion, while their Officers are þ 
inhumane to them ? They gaining more by their Deaths, than their Lives, 
By a general Connivance they enjoying the dead Mens pay ill the Spring 
following, when they are to perfect their Recruits ; and then they pro- 
miſe the poor deluded Creatures all the tine Things imaginable. Bur it is 
not long &re thoſe Trapanned Souls hind what I have hitherto related true, 
if not much worſe. 

Upon this Head I cannot paſs by one Remark, That notwithſtanding all 
the Care the Parliament hath taken to prevent falſe Muſters, yer, it is 
obvious, that there is ſcarce one Company muſtered, wherein from x0 to 
I7, or 5, unliſted Men are not hired at 2s. 6 d. en a Muſter day, 
ſupply the Defefts. So that a Third or Fourth part of Money appropria- 
red to maintain the private Centinels goes into the Officers Pockets, for 
6 or 9 Months in the year at leaſt. A matter worthy of a Parliamentary 
Cognizance, and a ſeverer Law, or their abſolute withholding their hands 
from ſupporting ſuch Armed and Couzening Harpies, 

Thus with all poſſible Brevity, Plainneſs ,and Sincerity, I have laid down 
ſome Heads of the Price of the Abdication. Being fully ſatisfied that there 
is neither City, Town, or Village, in theſe Three Kingdoms, which cannot 
Jaſtify one or other of theſe Particulars, and may not add other Inſtances 
of the exorbitant Price of the Abdication, and will reſent the ſame accor- 
dingly;

dingly ; when they reflect how by che Ambition of one, and the Trea- 
chery of others, a Gracious King ( whoſe great Deſign was to have en- 
riched his Kingdoms, and preſerved them in Peace ) hath been forced to 
beg his Bread abroad, and we reduced to the utmoſt Beggary at hom? ; 
and inſtead of a new Heaven and Earth, which ſome promiſed themſelves, 
we have purchaſed an Hell and Purgatory ; and in lieu of Redrelles of 
pretended Grievances have accumulated real ones, of the moit op- 
preſlive Nature ; and find all Parliamentary Endeavour to Redrets them 
diſappointed, or rejected with Scorn. | 

This appears manifeſtly in the Anſwer return'd to the late Repreſentation 
of the Houſe of Commons. The Houſe tay, They cannot withour prief © 
beart reflett, that ſeveral publick Bills, made by the Adwice of buth Houſes of Par- 
lament, have not obtained the Royal Aſſent ; in particular one Bill, intuuled, 4n 
AR touching Free and Impartial Proceedings m Parliament ; which was made to 
Redreſs a Grievance ( as Noiſom as a ſtanding Pool that corrupts) and take 
off a Scandal relating to the Proceedings of the Commons in Parliament, ( the 
now confirmed Outcry againſt: Pentionary Members ) after they had freely 
Voted great Supplies for the publick Occaſions. Which they impute to no «ther 
Cauſe To the heaations of | Perſons, who take upon them, for their own 
particular Ends, to adviſe the King comtrary to the Advice of Parliament ; and 
therefore cannot but Jook on ſuch, as Enemies to the King and Kingdoms. There- 
fare they deſire him to adhere to the Advice of hus Parliament, and not to the [e- 
oet Advice of particular Perſons, who may bave particular Intereſt of their own, 
ſqarate from f true Intereſt of him and hu People. 

It might have been expected that a direct and catagorical Anſiver ſhould 
tave been given to ſo home an Addreſs ; yet it ſeems the Houſes, for all 
te Millions given, muſt be treated only with whipt Cream, or perfumed 
ir ; which would not have fatisfied, if the Adeprs had not found their Ac- 
count, in a previous Treat of a 23000 /. Diſtribution. Let us however 
conſider the gracious Anſwer ; ſuch, as if any of our preceding Kings had 
made, upon a Petition of Right, or the like Occaſion, it would have en- 
aged an Hornet's Neſt ; and no leſs than the Voting a freſh Addreſs, or 
Ajourning till they received a more ſatisfaftory Anſwer, would: have con- 
tnted the Houſe. 

How can the-People believe, No Prince ever had an higher Eſteem for the 
Unfitution of the Engliſh Government ? When neither onr Statutes, or Law 

ks, know any other but that of Hereditary Monarchy, to which Ele&iue 
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(18, 
is diametrically Oppoſite. Snch courtly Compliments were neither made 
by King .Rufaus, King Stephen, King John, Henry the Fourth, Richard the' 
Third, or Oliver, who have been Precedeats of docking the intail of the 
Crown. 

How can any fay, He hath a preat Regard to the Advice of Parliaments! 
When at that very laſtant neither the Auiviicrs of the rejecting the Bill are 
Delated, nor the Prayer of the Repretentation loucted upon, 

How can one be p.r\waded, That not hmg can (4 much conduce to the Hap- 
pineſs and Welfare of this Kingdom, as an entire Confidence between the King and 
People? without explaining what Peopre are inc-nded. For the complex 
Body of the Pcople, and Penſioners, have very ditierent Intereſts, and the 
Majority of the repreſentative People, were, at the Voting the Repreſen- 
tation at leaſt, no ſuch Conhdents, neith.r when the Le Roy advilera was 
pronounced, Could ic be truly ſaid, That be world by all means endeavour to 
preſerve it, when, contrary to Expectation and Intereſt, it the Maxim laid 
down be trac, the Prince rejected lo folemn an Advice. 

Since therefore ſuch apparent Flaws may be found in the Allertory 
part, it will be worth our Enquiry, how they are amended in the Promt- 
fory part of the Anſwer, in theſe Words. And I aſſure you [ ſhall look upan 
ſuch Perſons as my Enemies, which ſhall adviſe any thing that ſhall leſſen it.

The Conſequence of this Jatter Bi!l, if it paſs, may more effeftually en. 
fave us to the French Hugnners, and Foreigners, than ever we can expect 
from Tranſmarine Arms. 

We ſhall then find the provident Care of the Commons in having the 
new voted Troops to Cconftilt of, and be Officer'd by, the King's natural 
horn Subjects only, by this Naturalization transferred to theſe Foreigners, 
who mult be the Janfarizs, and Spahees, and pretorian Band.

We ſhall then ſee 
thoſe Refugees ſoon (trutin their Butt'fand Feathers. This A& will not only 
be of infinite Damage to the Trading part of the Nation,bur in the moſt ef- 
fectual manner ſubvert the Engliſh Freedom. Our Court, Councils and 
Camp, will then be Governed by ſuch Contidents;” and, that which will 
pall ſome, theſe will be the only Penſioners. Theſe freſh, hungry, flutter- 
ng French Elies will ſuck the very marrow out of our Bones, and be like 
$akes we have lodged in our Boſoms. 

Then ſhall we feel the utmoſt Price of the Abdication : It bchoves there- 
fore not only all the ManufaCtors of this great City, but the. Body of the 
Kingdom with great Vigilance, Induſtry, and Reſolution, to prevent the 
Endenizing and Arming of ſuch. Unleſs they will tamely yield the Meat 
out of their own Mouths, the Cloths from their Backs, and themſelves and 
Poſterities to be reduced to Slavery and Beggary. 
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
